Provincialism has come to bo used r.s 


meaning localism which is often a great evil. 
It is a fact that tbo views and acls of i:icu in 
Congress r»ro guided and controlled very 
brgely by a regard for what they consider 
Iho interests of their own constituency, or 
their own locality, ai:il not by broad con- 
siderations of what is for tho interest and 
welfare of Iho country at liirgo. This i? 
what used to ho called "Ecctionatism," and 
Is now Eoftcncd down to "provincialism." 
It is the bano of our legislation. Men seem 
to think they are sent to Washington for tho 
benefitof this or tliatspccial interest; to f;ct 
appropriations to bo expended iu their own 
particular localities, to obtain exemption for 
their constituents or the interests they re- 
present from the burdens which nil portions 
ol tho country should share equally, and the 
like. And success in accomplishing these ob- 
jects seems lo constitute the beau ideal of 
a member of Congress, or of n Slnto Legis- 
lator. 
Wo do not send men to Congress, it 


would seem, to legislate to the best advan- 
tage for tho country nt large ; but each man 
goes to secure the most he can for locnl ob- 
jects or sellish interests, and their combina- 
tion, each aiding tho other to secure what be 
wants, enables them to accomplish what he 
would not separately, and which would not 
ho listened to for D moment if considerations 
of tho general good wero taken into account. 
Theso separate interests, when combined, 
are strong enough to control and defeat nil 
general legiala'.ion and action for the gen- 
eral good. Secretary Schurz is denounced 
because, ho ncla in tho interests of Iho coun- 
try and tries to secure its property from 
spoliation, and Iho same is tho case with 
overy effort at reform. 
Tho property and 


the treasure of tho government seems to ho 
considered ns legitimate objects for plunder 
by everybody who can get a chanco at them. 
Tho public domain is considered to bo n 
legitimate prey for individuals to mako 
money upon, while tho rights of the people 
as n nation are disregarded.
